Horrible Beast In e Sewer. 


One of the most remarkable incidents 


that haa yet come to light—or rather to 
darkness—in North St Louis is recorded, 
and although the hero in the case 
escaped with his life, he is not particu- 
larly anxious to go on any more explor- 
ing expeditions, even when they are in 
the interest oi home comforts and re- 
quirements.

He had scarcely entered the sewer when 
he heard a rushing through the rushing 
stream ef water and offal, which sounded 
ns one might imagine the breaking out 
of a menagerie, and by the uncertain 
light he saw plunging toward him a 
monster dog, with eyes bloodshot and 
emitting sparks of phosphorescent fire.

A QBBMAS paper sirs that a roof can 


be made fire-proof by 'covering it with a 
mixture of lime, salt, and wood ashes, 
adding a little leinpblack to give it a 
dark color. This not only'fenards against 
fire, it is claimed, but also in a measure 
prevents decay. 


MOUSE holes in walls and closets should 


be first filled with Urns and afterwards 
plastered over with plaster of Paris 
mixed with water. It is a good plan to 
keep a paper of the latter in every house, 
as it is useful in filling cracks, and in 
many other ways in household economy. 


A. BBH.LIAKT black on iron and steel 


may be produced bv applying, with a 
fine hair brush, a mixture of turpentine 
and sulphur boiled together. When the 
turpentine evaporates there remains on 
the'metal a thin layer o{ sulphur, which 
unites closely with the iron when heated 
for a time over a spirit or gas flume. This 
varnish protects the metal perfectly and 
is quite durable. 


THE following method of softening 


putty is useful to those having hard putty 
to remove from sashes:. Take soda or 
potash— the latter being preferable— and 
dissolve it in water and mix the solution 
with fresh burnt, fresh Blacked lime. 
After the mixture has stood for a time, 
pour off the clear fluid and bottle for 
use. Patty moistened with this fluid 
quickly softens and is easily removed. 


To PREVENT the cracking of cast ^ steel 


in hardening, a correspondent of the 
Metal ArbcUcr places the article lirst in 
a tin box, where it is packed with clean 
wrought iron drillings, and after luting 
the box carefully he heats the whole 
slowly to a dark red heat. After cooluif 
it very gradually he finds that all interim 
strains which otherwise, would have de- 
veloped cracks in the tool during harden 
ing are removed, and when Kteel to bi 
hardened is thus annealed no i'urthe 
trouble is experienced. 


THE following rules should lie ob 


served in the care of grindstones : 1 
Don't waste the 
stone running i 


in water, nor allow it to stand i: 
water when not in use, as this wi. 
cause a soft place, and consequent uu 
oven wear. 2. Wet the stone 1 >y droppin 
water on it from a pot suspended abov 
the atone, and stop off the water who 
not in use. 3. Wo not allow the stone t 
get out of round, but true tip with 
piece of gas pipe or a "hacker."

Down in Florida. 


The St. John's River ia a qneer river, 


says a .Florida correspondent. It is about 
150 miles long, from four to ten miles 
wide, and averages about a foot deep. 
In the center, of course, the channel 
gets to be quite deep. Sometimes it has 
a depth of forty feet. Its current runa 
about a mile n day. I presume it would 
take about 150 days for a cork to float 
from the source of the St. John's to its 
mouth. It is salt for fifty miles from its 
month, and brackish for 100 niiles. It 
is full of shad, catfish, frpga, toads, eels, 
alligators, and cawl-fishes. I don t know 
of any fish or reptile that don't live in 
the St. John's River. 
"Call this a river?" I said to an old 


alligator killer who was fishing for cat- 
fish off the pier at Palatka. '' Why, it's 
a great bay. It's no more a river than 
Lake Erie ia. 
Lake Erie runs faster 


than the St. John's Biver." 


"Thar you'g wrong agen, stranger. 


She's neither a river nor a bay; she's a 
cow pasture. Don't you see the cows 
standing all over the river?" 
- That man was right. All the cows in 
Florida seemed to congregate in 'the St. 
John's, There they stood in the water 
all day long, slashing the mosquitoes 
with their tails, whUe their heads are 
under water mating grass. It is a strange 
thing, indeed, to see droves of cattle 
feeding along a river with their heads 
under the water. They look like a lot of 
cattle without heads. They will put 
even their horns and ears under when the 
grass lays deep, and keep them under 
sometimes two minutes. They get to be 
as amphibious as the crocodile. A sub- 
marine cow pasture is an institution en- 
joyed by the State of Florida.

THE Smalls-Tillman contested elec 


tion case, which has been reported 
to the elections committee of the 
Louse by the sub-committee, is in 
some respects unique. It shows that 
the old fashioned South Carolina 
plan was successfully pursued in the 
fifth district of that state in 1880. 
There were night riders, Keel Shirt 
clubs, and all the accessories of or- 
ganized intimidation. At one poll- 
ing place a twelve-pound piece of ar 
tillery was trained upon the box. 
Doable-barreled shotguns were pro- 
fusely displayed. Republican voters 
were driven away from the polls by 
main force in many instances. The 
amount of force used was dispropor- 
tionate to the requirements of the oc- 
casion, and mnch of it was exercised 
in a spirit of mere bravado. This 
was probably the only district in the 
United States where the ku klnx 
methods were retained in their pris- 
tine vigor of 1880. 
But Edgeiield 


county, in which the Hamburg mas- 
sacre-occurred, is situated in ttm 
district, and it was appropriate thai 
the locality which bore away the 
palm for cold blooded atrocity, in 
1876 should retain it longest. The 
democrats of the district seemed to 
be resorting to a display of forco 
from a habit of innate depravity. 
They supplemented violence by enor- 
mous frauds. Polls were closed 01 
consolidated, and negro voters found 
themselves without a legal voting 
place. Tissue ballots were emptied 
into the box by the thousand, anc 
republican ballots were drawn out.

A dispatch from Kansas City sny 


that wheat harvest has commenced in 
southern Kansas, where the berry 
has grown to such an unusual size 
as to protrude from the hull. 
The 


yield on a tract of 1,000 acres near 
Parsons is estimated at 32 bushel; 
per acre. 


The wheat crop, which is already 


being harvested in southern Illinois 
is reported to be the heaviest ever 
known. 
Nature in that section is 


making up for her nnkindness las 
year. The Cincinnati Gazette says 
"One of the officers of the Ohio anc 
Mississippi railroad has informec 
the Gazette that the wheat hnrvosi 
has begun on the line of thnt roac 
in Illinois, and that the yield ih ii 
many iields estimated as high as 11 
bushels an acre, and that tho crop HI- 
n whole is better than for years." 


COMMISSIONER LOBINO, of the Unit 


ed States agricultural department 
has issued an important circular ti 
"the manufacturers of sugar fron 
sorghum, beets, and other sugar- 
producing plants in tho 
Unite*' 


States," requesting information on 
the following points: 


1. An accurate account of the 


number of acres of sorghum brongli 
to his mill, tho number of tons o! 
cane manufactured, the yield of sor 
ghuni per acre, the mode of fertiliz 
ing, the time of planting, tho time 
required for maturing the plant, nm 
the. value of the crop as food for cat 
tie after the juice has beou expressed. 


2. The amount of sugar manufac 


tured, the amount yielded per ton ol 
cane, the quality, the amount of syr- 
up manufactured, the process of 
manufacturing, the machinery used, 
the success of the evaporator, the 
vacuum-pan, and tho centrifugal in 
the work of manufacturing. 


3. The number of hands employee 


in the mill, the cost of fuel, the cost 
of machinery, the wages paid for 
labor, and tho price of sorghum at 
the mill, if not raised by tho ruanu 
facturer. 


THE Utica (N. Y.) Herald, which 


is the dairyman's organ in northern 
New York, has lately made an assault 
upon the practice of feeding cows 
with meal made from glucose. 
It 


saysjthat the milk from cows treated 
to a glucose diet quickly becomes 
rancid, and when it is poured into 
coffee it has a stringy appearance. 
"Its worst effects are seen," says the 
writer, "in cheese made from the 
milk. In the first place, it takes 
about one-third more annato to color 
the cheese, which at once shows the 
presence of an undue amount of acid. 
In the second place, the milk has to 
be heated much higher than usual, 
and even then it is impossible to 
bring the curds to a proper consist- 
ency. 
They remain throughout soft 


and salvey, and will not cure down 
firm and solid." Not content with 
adulterating the milk and butter and 
cheese secured by legitimate means, 
it would appeur that the butter imd 
cheese sharps now save themselves 
all subsequent trouble and expense 
by compelling the cow to deliver the 
bogus stuff direct A man who will 
utilize a cow in that way ought to be 
pitched into the air by her every time 
she meets him.
